INSPECTION OF GAS METRES. 


Hon. Mr. Tupper moved that the House go 
into committee of the whole, on Thursday 
next, to take into consideration the following 
resol ation : 

‘That itis expedieatto provide for the 
inspection of gas metres, aad testing the p2- 
rity and illeminating power of gas supplied 
to consumers, with power te the Governor io 
Council to make 0 tariff of fees for inspec- 
tioa, sulicient for carrying the Act iato ef- 
fect."! , 

Hoa. Mr Tupper explained, that. when it 
was recollected that there were no legalized 
metres by which the quantity of gas supplied 
to consumers could be tested, and when it 
was known that the mount expended by con- 
sumers wag $1,250,000 per angum, and when 
twas known that there was po means of 
testing the equally important question of the 
quality of the gas, as affectiog the healih 
acd illumineting power,the necessity. of some 
such Actas be proposed to bring in, would 
be seen. 

Mr. .Mackenzie, while acknowledging the 
necessity of dome such Act, thought it was « 
subject that came within the provioce of the 
local legislature. The same measuré applied 
equally to the water supply. He would,bow- 
ever, ask the honorabdié gentleman to ‘con- 
sider whether the matter was within the ju- 
risdict.ou of the House. 

Mr. Currier said every consumer of gas 
was supplied with a gas metre, and bad the 
same opportasity of ascertaining the amount 
of gas they consumed, as the gas company. 
Asto the qualits, be did not thick there 
were the eause means. ot ascertaining that. 

The hon. Sir Joba A. Macdonald said the 
hon. member for Lambton had raised a ‘very 
importect question as to whether the measure 
was withio the jurisdiction of the House or 
of the local legislatares. It was quite clear 
that if ueder the jurisdiction of one it was 
nut under the other. It. was an important 
question, and it should be thoroughly dis 
cassed when bis bonorabl, friend brought up 
the motion on Thursday next. 

Hon, Mr. Topper had considered the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, The hon. member fur 
Ottawa bad said ‘that each contamer was 
supplied witha gas metre, but there was no 
sans of testing that the gas metre was cor- 
rect. He thought the question of quality and 
quaotity wereene, He would bring forward 
bis reasons for believing that the measure 
was within the jarisdiction of this House, 
when the House went into commitiec. 

Mr. Blake thought the expression *‘weights 
aod measures’’ in the British North America 
Act did not include gas. measures, bat only 
the common measure in trade, He would 
not, however, go into the matter at the pres- 
ent stage. c
